NUMBER UF LIVES LOST. 


“A> fatal collision occurred in local 
“waters on Thursday afternoon.-between 
the s.s. Kembangen (p. Drtch. vessel) and. 


one of a fleet of 18 fishing junks, resiilt-|. 


ing in ‘tho: foas-of o number of lives. 
The junk,in question was among a 
fleet of fishing craft im the Tat Hong 
Channel, when. the collision occurred. 
The junk was struck squarely on the

| immediately. The twenty-five’ people on 
board were thrown ‘into the water. 
Rescue work wus carried out from other 
junks in ‘the fleet and a life-boas" from 
the Kamhangan-was lowered and aucceed- 
in taking a nine-year-old boy, the grand- 
sori of the master of tho jank, ont of the 
water, but lifo was found to be extinet 
Some of the survivors, including the.
